Through the method of organi- 
zation, the Russian government was 
granted a voice in the conduct of 
the conecern’s affairs. Through this 
loophole, in the opinion of the cor- 
poration head, the Russian gov- 
ernment would be enabled to deal 
direct with the applicant without 
recognizing Federal jurisdiction. 

The Caiifornia Corporation De- 
partment decided, after an extend- 
ed investigation, that the proposed 
plan of business of the Russian- 
American concern would leave un- 
protected and liable to confiscation 
the rights of investors within this 
State and, in consequence, refused 
issuance of the permit for the sale 
of stock. ;
